IS THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION GOING 
BACKWARDS? 


The delegates of the constitutional convention 


are to reconsider this week the municipal owner- 
ship proposal which failed last week. It was a de- 
fault of interest rather than a defeat of principle 
which caused the failure. There is opposition from 
some downstate members of the conventigp, but if 
the delegates who ought to be in favor are present 
and vote. the proposa! will carry. 

If it should not carry a serious mistake will be 
made and there will be serious complications. 
What is asked of the convention is not a determi- 
nation of municipal ownership doctrines, but an 
enlargement of the city’s credit. The city has the 
power now to own and operate street cars. What 
it lacks is the financial ability to use this power. 

The bond limitations of the city prevent the un- 
Gertaking of any large constructive program. 

About all the city can do with its present borrow- 
ing power is to renew bridges, put in electric lights, 
and make repairs required by the deterioration of 
materials. We believe that such limitation is a 
mistake, but the state is afraid to grant large bond- 
ing power and the property owners of the city are 
conservative: The way to make a great city is to 
spend money wisely on great permanent improve- 
ments, but we are timid and the appearance of the 
city shows it. 

The convention evidently will not dere the 
bonding provisions, but it is asked to permit the 
issuance of certificates of indebtedness secured by 
the properties acquired in municipalization and not 
included within the bond limitation. 

In this fashion Chicago could finance subways. 
In this fashion it could take over titie to the pres- 
ent street car properties if advisable or necessary. 
The Chicago lawyers who presented the Mueller 
street car bill to the legislature, and the legislators 
who enacted the law, thought that the state 
through the general assembly could grant to the 
city the power of issuing such certificates. The 
Supreme court ruled otherwise, but the city already 
had granted the ordinances to the companies and 
the contract was based upon the power of the city 
to issue cértificates and take over the lines when it 
wanted to. 

Chicago now is painfully considering and more 


painfully delaying its most needed improvement, 


which is a subway system. It has money for a be- 
ginning, but not money for the entire construction, 


_ which should tend to all parts of the city. If the 
' convention should refuse to recognize the city’s 


Tight to finance such a needed improvement, it 

+ would be indifferent to one of the greatest needs in 

| the state. It would prove itself a reactionary, 
‘backward body of delegates. The purpose of the 
‘convention and of the constitution is to make 
progress possible by removing some restraints. 
Obstruction defeats that purpose. 

In 1927 the present street car ordinances expire, 
‘Dut that is virtually a legal fiction unless the city 
ie granted the financial power to take over the title 
‘if M ee decides. The money which is in the street 
car properties is a protected investment, and if the 
city cannot buy them, private ownership and opera- 
tion will proceed regardiess of the expiration of the 
twenty year franchise. * 

The constitutional convention is asked to make 
these ordinances valid. They are based upon an 
act of the legislature which represented the con- 

dent of the state and the consent of the state should 
be reaffirmed in the new constitution. That is only 
fair play. In asking for this power the city is not 
asking for a revolutionary plan of procedure. The

One result will be to arouse opposition to any con- 
stitutional changes submitted by the convention to 
the voters. That may destroy the Whole work of 
the convention.
